WHAT CRAFTSMEN NEED. 


HIs is the way Prof. Woodward 
sets people straight. A teacher 
in Michigan writes him as follows: 


‘A young boiler-maker, about 22, 
who has attended no school since he 
was 11, now wishes to educate himself 
in the direction of his trade. If your 
work covers his case, will you favor 
me with information as to expenses, 
ete. 


PROF. WOODWARD ANSWERS: 


“Our work does not cover his case, 
except as todrawing, as well as yours 
does, What he evidently needs is not 
hand training, but head training. 

You will see from the inclosed state- 
ment that our aim is to educate the 
whole boy, and its peculiar features 
apply least of all to those who, like 
your boiler maker, have had only a 
one-sided training, and that side the 
practical one. 

In the Manual Training School of 
Washington University, in the exam- 
ination for admission, no account is 
taken of mechanical tastes, or skill in 
the use of tools. 

Every boy in school must learn 
three ordinary lessons a day, chiefly 
at home. He draws one hour, and 
works in the shop but two hours. 
Latin and French are taught, but no 
Greek. 

We want nq dunces, nor boys who 
will not study. We want bright and 
willing stadents. 

We do not teach trades.

Boys do not choose their shops. All 
in the Junior class have.wood-work ; 
the Middle classshas forging; the Se- 
nior class has fitting in the machine 
shop. 

All the shop work is disciplinary. 
The object is education, not. articles 
to sell. There is no chance in the 
school for a boy to pay his way by his 
labor. 

Boys who go creditably through 
the school are well fitted to learn the 
specialties of a particular trade, to 
enter a polytechnic school, to study 
for a profession, or to go into busiuess 
according to taste and opportunity. 





LITTLE PROBLEMS. 


R. JOHN DONOVAN says in the

MEANS AND RESULTS. 


ANNA C, BRACKETT. 


I HAVE, for a iong time, met with 
nothing in Educational Literature 
more refreshing than the recent Ad- 
dress of the new President of Cornell 
University to the Students. 

He spoke to them of the growth of 
character, of the cultivation of good 
manners, and of the strengthening of 
the intellect. They must, at the Uni- 
versity, he said, work towards these 
three things; and he asserted that 
the University should work towards 
them for all its students. 

T have not given the three in the 
order in which he spoke of them, be- 
cause I wanted to call particular at- 
tention to one remark under what he 
said of intellectual training, and 
therefore have put last what he put 
first. The remark was this: 

“Tt makes little difference whether 
a student remembers what he Jearns 
in college, or not, provided’ he learns 
to correctly use his mind.’’ 

This is a truth that cannot be 
too often reiterated; and it is be- 
cause it is not comprehended, that 
often parents and ¢ommittee-men find 
fault with what has really been the 
most fruitful work that a child may 
have done. 

They ask the child questions, de- 
manding information on some subject 
which he has studied some time ago, 
and because he cannot give the in- 





formation which he possibly might 
have given six months before, they 
say that that work has been of no use 
and that that time was wasted. 

Again, teachers are often discour- 
aged on finding that their pupils can 
recall llttle of the lessons on which 
they had spent so much time and 
pains. They fear that their effoxsts 
have been in vain. 

When I have a class in history or 
physiology, I do not expect that the 
children are going to remember many 
facts of all those which are given 
them from the book or recitation. I 
do not know that Ishould desire them 
todoso. And this is one reason why 
I do not care to test their remem- 
brance of them by continual examin- 
ations. I don’t care to have them re- 
member them. What I do care for is, 
that in every recitatién they have 
with me, they shall be made to think 
on these subjects. If I accomplish 
that—I have done my work. They 
have gained in mental strength, in 
power of comparison and arrange- 
ment, in ability to discern adaptation 
of means to ends —the relation of 
cause to effect. 

Let me, in this connection, quote 
from Arthur Helps. He says: 

“T scarcely care what is taught to 
the young, if it will but implant in 
them the habit of accuracy.”’ 

He is speaking particularly of the 
habit of accuracy, and therefore sing-. 
les that out—but the ideais the same 
—of the results of teaching and not of 
the means. And he alsoimplies that 
this habit may be cultivated by one 
branch of study as well as by an- 
other. i 

So we teachers might all say of any 
of our classes—‘‘I don’t care what 
branch they are to study with me, 
and I don’t care how much they for- 
getofit. What Ido care foris, that I 
make them think—think vigorously, 
originally, carefully, accurately in 
every recitation I may have with 
them,” ° 

Just on the same line, let me quote 
from a recently published book by a 
retired officer of our army. He is 
speakiug of a favorite horse of his, by 
name Patroclus, and of the ways of 
training a horse into different per- 
formances. I quote: 

‘*You must not suppose that every 
schooled horse is of necessity kept in 
his most skilled form at all times. 
As few college graduates of twenty 
years’ standing can construe an ode 
of Horace, though indeed they may 
understand the purport and read 
between the lines as they could 
not under the shadow of the elms 
of their alma mater—so Patroclus, 
for instance, is by no means as 
clever in the intricate steps of his 
school performances as he was when 
fresh from his education. But the re- 
sult is there—and for all the purposes 
of actual use in the saddle, the train- 
ing he has had até all times bears ite 
fruit.” 
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Nothing could be truer as applied 
to the education of human beings. 

When we realize this truth, we shall 
surmount much discouragement; we 
shall do away with many written ex- 
aminations; we shall cease to. con- 
sider lines of percentages as tests of 
our work: but we shall feel a call to} 
higher and broader work. A new 
pleasure will begin to dawn for us—a 
new interest to take the place of our 
previous anxiety as to correct an- 
ewers. As I have said before in these 
columns, I would rather have an in- 
correct answer than a correct one, if 
the former was the result of logical 
reasoning, and the latter only a mat- 
terof memory. And, asI have said 
before, any teacher who can under- 
stand this statement, will have grasp- 
ed the idea that I have been trying to 
convey—the idea that Pres. Adams 
tried to give to the Cornell students— 
the idea that Arthur Helps has ex- 
pressed from the other side of the 
Atlantic—and that Col. Dodge has 
evolved in the many hours spent in 
the company of his trained horse 
Patroclus. 
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A STATE NECESSITY. 
ON. FRANK J. WISE, of Pine 
Bluff, read a very able paper 
before the State Teachers’ Associa- 
tion of Arkansas, at the late meeting 
held at Searcy, which is of more than 
local state importance from its. fall 
statement of the fandamental prin- 
ciples upon which the whole system 
of Public School Education is based 
in all the States. 

He says: 

The public school system is a crea- 
ture of positive law and is based upon 
principles which no one belonging to 
the modern world and abreast of the 
best modern thought will care te ques- 
tion. These principles are: 

First—That education is necessary 
for all persons living under a republi- 
can form of government. 

Second—That the prosperity and 
perpetuity of free institutions depend 
upon educated citizenship. 

Third—That the State has the right, 
as a matter of self-defence, to require 
the education of those who are to be- 
come citizens, and it is her duty toen- 
force that right. 

These propositions are as familiar as 
household words ; but in the light of 
recent publications, they need contin- 
ual and emphatic re-utterance. The 
American people are essentially an 
educational people. They are so from 
the very nature of their civil polity. 

The public school system is con- 
structed upon the theory thata certain 
amount of education, widely diffused, 
is a State necessity in a country ruled 
by the popular will, and that this edu- 
cation is best secured in schools exist- 
ing under the authority and regula- 
tion of civillaw. It is not an ephem- 
eral glow of enthusiasm characterized 


* asa “craze,” but it is the intense act- 
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ivity of theage, assuming all the force 
of # logical conviction formulated into 
a complete system and made a part of 
the public administration of the State. 

Nor is it'a new-born theory. The 
early fathers of the republic and the 
wisest statesmen of the nation saw 
the necessity for educating the masses 
of the people. 

Washington said: “In a country 
in which the measures of government 
receive their impressions so immedi- 
ately from the sense of the commun- 
ity as in ours, education is propor- 
ionably essential.” 

Jefferson said; “A system of gen- 
eral instruction which shall reach ev- 
ery description of our citizens from the 
richest to the peorest, is the highest of 
public concerns, Ifa nation expects to 
be ignorant and free, in a state of civ- 
ilization, if expects what never was 
and never will be.’’ 

Dr. Rush said: ‘‘My parting advice 
to the guardians of the liberty of my 
country is to establish and support 
public schools in every part of the 
State.”’ 

Chancellor Kent said: ‘'The par- 
ent who sends his son into the world 
uneducated, defrauds the community 
of a useful citizen and bequeaths to it 
a nuisance.” 

Madison, Monroe, Chief Justice 
Marshall, Henry A. Wise, Bishop 
Doane, Dr. Mansfield, Horace Manzt, 
and a multitude of others, all of whom 
are conspicuous figures in the history 
of the republic, give ample testimony 
as to the value and importance of pub- 
lic schools, 

It was the settled policy of the gen- 
eral government, before the adoption 
ofthe constitution of theUnitediStates, 
to promote the cause of education by 
land grants for the purpose of creating 
@® permanent fund for its advance- 
ment. Under the ordinances of 1785 and 
1787 it was ordained that ‘‘schools 
and the means of education should be 
forever encouraged.” These grants, 
for educational purposes, whether in 
land or in money, have been sacredly 
guarded by legislation and sacredly 
protected by the highest courts of the 
country. The importance of educating 
those who are to assume the duties of 
citizenship has been fully recognized 
by the gptfon of Congress for a hund- 
red years, by numerous decisions of 
the United States Supreme Court and 
by the constitutions and laws of all 
the States of this Union.

NO NEW THING. 


HT it be stated and distinctly un- 

derstood, that Federal aid to ed- 
ucation is no new thing. One-six- 
teenth part of the public lands was 
devoted to the education of the chil- 
dren of the coming States from the 
foundation of the Government; three 
score vears afterwards the amount 
was doubled, and from time to time 
during the century nearly which has 
elapsed since the ordinances of 1785 
and 1787, the nation has contributed 
of its resources to the establishment 
and maintenance of the public 


schools. 

The messages of Washington and 
other early presidents, who with their 
associates created and defined the 
national powers, and the responses 
of both branches of Congress, are full 
of the recognition of the obligation of 
the General Government to encour- 
age and foster universal education— 
and as he passed from the scene of 
official life, the Father of his Country 
solemnly adjured the American peo- 
ple ‘‘to promote as an object of prim- 
ary importance institutions for the 
general diffusion of knowledge.”

aap SMITH, of Boston, says: 
“The best drawing lesson I ev- 
er saw was given by a Primary-school 
teacher in a western town in this 
State, who could not draw, as she said 
afterwards, and to pupils who could 
not draw,.as she thought. 

My visit to the school was purely 
accidental, and the teacher did not 
know who I was, or that I had any in- 
terest in Drawing. 

She was engaged at the time of my 
visit at the blackboard, chalk in hand, 
the 
round the room, also with chalk in 
hands before the blackboard. With 
a large colored picture in her hand, 
first of a duck, then of a turkey, and 
then of an eagle, she was telling them 
about the shapes of the heads, wings, 
and feet of birds, and in doing so, 


roughly illustrated the difference in 


them by sketches, which the children 
imitated with the usual variations on 


their shares of the board. Then, see- 


ing I was interested, she went through 


a similar analysis of the shapes of 
leaves and flowers, and finally stood 
at her desk and by anoral description 
alone made the class draw, first a 


pupils being in Indian file 


then add a rectangle above the last, 
and some other rectangles within and 
added to the sides of the square, and 
then made the children complete the 
work by transforming the skeleton 
thus constructed into a very interest- 
ing cottage house. 
Then the Superintendent, who ac- 
companied me, introduced me to the 
lady, who seemed covered with confu- 
sion when she was told I wassomewhat 
in the drawing business myself, and 
she commenced to make apologies 
for her want of skill, on the ground 
that she had never learned to draw. 
She seemed infinitely surprised when 
I told her that she had not only given 
me the best lesson in Drawing I ever 
received, but the best lesson I eversaw 
given, and a better one than existed 
in any book. 
She‘taught principles, not tricks, 
and her work was education, not a 
specialty.” 
Pupils ought to be made to depend 
upon themselves, and when they are 
not, it is faulty teaching. The teacher 
has noright to do the work for the 
pupils. It is robbery to do for the pu- 
pils what they can do for themselves. 
It deprives them of the only known 
means of obiaining mental develop- 
ment.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


HE statistics show that Louisiana 

bas 9 smallerdeath rate than Ar- 
kansas, the District of Columbia, Indi- 
ana, Maryland, Massachusetts, Mis- 
sourl, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, New Mexico, Rhode [s- 
land, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Texas, Utah,or Virginia. One is not 
apt to think of the District of Colum- 
bia as specially pestilential, and yet 
the death rate is greater there than 
in any State or Territory in the 
Union. 
Further examination shows also 
that the six Gulf States — Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louis- 
iana and Texas—constitute a more 
healthful region than New England 
or the Middle Atlantic States. 
Considering each group as a whole, 
we find the mortality rate for the six 
New England States to be 16.03, that 
for the four Middle Atlantic States 
15 93, while that for the. six Galf 
States is only 13.96, Even in the least 
healthful of the Gulf States—Louis- 
‘jana and Texas—the death rate is 
lower than the average mortality of 
New England or the Middle Atlan- 
tic States. 
It is to be remembered also in this 
connection, that the death rate in ev- 
ery Southern State is swelled by ex- 
cessive mortality among the negroes 
—especially negro children—so that 
the figures given above do not fully 
represent the advantage possessed by 
the white population of the South 
over that of New England and the 
Middle States in a fair expectation of 
long life.

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INTERESTING FACTS. 


HE census tables, which have 

just been published concerning 
the relative death rates of the differ- 
ent States of the Union, may be tak- 
en as indicating pretty accurately 
the relative healthfulness of different 
sections of the country, and will 
doubtless be a surprise to many who 
take pains to study them, since they 
will be found contrary to the popular 
impression. 

New Englanders are accustomed to 
regard that region as exceptionally 
healthy, and there are few who would 
go to live at the South without a feel- 
ing that they thereby added greatly 
to the risk of early death. 

Yet the statistics show that Massa- 
chusetts is less healthy even than 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Georgia, or 
South Carolina. The death rate in 
Massachusetts is 18.59, while in Mis- 








sissippi it is only 12.89, in South Car- 
olina 15.80, in Georgia 13.97, and in 
Louisiana 15.44. 

Indeed there is no Southern State 
in which the mortality rate is so great 
as it is in Massachusetts, and only 
one—Arkansas—in which it is nearly 
as great. Louisiana is commonly ac- 
counted one of the most unhealthful 
States in the Union; most persons 
regard it, indeed, as first in that evil 
way; and yet the death rate there is 
only 15.44, while that of New York is 
17.88, and that of Virginia 16.32.

A SUCCESS. 


UDGE KREKEL recently imposed 

the following singular sentence 

on Wm. Hannah, who was arraigned 

in his court on the charge oi selling 
liquor to the Indians. 

He pleaded guilt¥, and gave asan 
excuse his ignorance of the law, and 
stated that he could neither read nor 
write. 

He was a young fellow, and the 
judge not wishing to be too severe on 
an ignorant man whose first offence 
was perhaps an accidental violation 
of a United States law, gave him some 
good advice and propesed to him that 
he should learn to write a letter, and, 
in order to insure success, sentenced 
him to the Cole county jail until he 
should be able to write. 

Hannah expressed a doubt as to his 
being able to learn the art of writing; 
but the judge assured him it could be 
done if he applied himself within a 
reasonable time ; and in order to help 
him, he assigned a teacher. 

The teacher was one Martin, who 
having been convicted of cutting tim- 
ber off of Government lands, was 
awaiting sentence. The judge calling 
up Martin, sentenced him to the Cole 
county jail fora term to expire when 
he should have taught the man Han- 
nah to write. He willingly consented, 
and the two men went to jail. 

The success of this experiment in 
compulsory education was evinced by 
the appearance before the clerk of the 
court, of Hannah, who presented a 
specimen of very fair penmanship as a 
result of a little over three weeks’ ap- 
plication. 

Asa further test, the clerk request- 
ed him to write a letter. This test 
was rather too much for Hannah, 
who lacked readiness in composition, 
and was ata loss, he explained, for 
ideas. 

The clerk then dictated a letter to 
him, which he wrote very well, and 
having complied with the order of 
court by learning to write, was dis- 
charged. Martin was also dis- 
charged, his partof the undertaking 
in teaching his fellow-prisoner to 
write being fulfilled.”
